Grease seems more indisp ensable tc 
them than to the fu r envelop ed Es­ 
kimos. 
There are no broiled steaks, 
bu t in their p lace one is served witb 
a half raw p iece of tenderloin reek­ 
ing with grease and p ecu liarly flavored 
herbs. 
In that balmy clime, where 
the system wou ld be so mu ch better 
off withou t any meats, thou sands of 
steaks are sold daily at 45 and 50 cent* 
a p ou nd. The p oorer classes are forces 
to abstain from su ch and live on the 
cou rse frijcie beans and cold clammy 
tortillas, which are thin white corn 
cakes made frqm rye hominy cru shed 
to a p u lp . 
This forms their u nvaried 
diet. On the aristocrats’ tables are tbe 
most 
deliciou s 
fru its, 
chiramoyas, 
zip otes, mangoes and others which 
Americans have never tasted. 
The 
p op u lar agu aeate is a cross between 
a fru it and a nu t. 
It is a dark green 
and tbe flesh is abou t the consistency 
of ointment. 
It grows on a tree of 
u np aralleled (lark green foliage and is 
u sed often in the p lace of bu tter or 
is made into a toothsome salad. 
Rich sou p s, with bananas chop p ed in 
them, are served every day, and vege­ 
tables dressed wdth goat’s cream are 
on their tables. 
At every meal du ring 
the year they eat the frijole beans, 
which have l>een dip p ed into a brown 
p ottery bowl of boiling lard before 
they are brou ght to the table. 
The 
Mexicans eat enou gh lard to u nder­ 
mine the digestion of the stou test be­ 
ing. 
Simp is a great delicacy and 
very exp ensive. 
It is served as a sort 
of dessert in little china sau cers and 
is eaten from sp oons. 
Little bits of 
native candies are also served in sep a­ 
rate p lates.—Farm and Ranch.

No, it is a lost nick el from the mo­ 
ment the clerk has to see it sp inning 
there before his eyes, and according to 
the tender gov ernmental conscience the 
clerk has to get ready for the inau­ 
guration of about $18.43 worth of fuss 
ov er it. 
Fo r himself he doesn’t dare to go to j 
bed for a short nap until he has got 
rid of his 5 cents' worth of resp onsi­ 
bility to the gov ernment for the ac­ 
tion of the fool p erson from whom the 
nick el was p arted. 
He digs up his 
p rinted form for such occasions p rint­ 
ed and p rov ided and at once fills out 
a long blank , describing the coin, tell­
